The week's activities 
have been designated official 
Bicentennial observances of the city. 

A program, "The Bicentennial 
History of the Deaf," will be held 
at 10 a.m., December 2, in the main 
lobby of the Martin Luther King 
Memorial Library, 901 G Street, N.W. 
Frederick Schreiber will be the 
main speaker. 

During the week there will be 
displays on the history of the deaf 
developed from materials loaned 
by Gallaudet and the Alexander 
Graham Bell Association. Gallaudet 
will also have a large display in 
the main window of the library. 
Other organizations will be ex- 
hibiting their literature and 
items of interest. 

A workshop for public librarians 
in the Washington area will be 
held on December 4, with the ob- 
jective of creating a new public 
library image for the deaf community. 

Other activities will include 
captioned films and tours of the 
library.
